present is beset with refugees from all parts, 
Outside the east and west suburbs food ia 
being distributed each duy to the people, 
many of whom are crowded together in | 
damp mat-huts erected for their uso, Tho | 
management of the diatribution is cortaivly 
commondable in point of system and order. | 
The women secure their food in one place 
and the men in another. It ia reckoned 
that upwards of 50,000 are fed each day, 
and this is to Inst altogether for threo 
months at the shortest. Each porsun is 
allowed a large dish of millet, aud the millet 
ao f+r 03 we have aoun is really a substantiul 
meal, On visiting these quarters tha official 
in charge received us most kindly and 
showed us the methods adopted in the dis- 
tribution, and for the prevention of con- 
Fussion. Ho informed us that the money 
wes from the Emperor and would amount 
to about 60,000 tacls, So far as we can 
hear, tbe anffering east of here is far more 
severa. The poor whom we suw here were 
poor to be gure, but not of a fantishing ap- 
pearanes. The food moreover was of a 
better kind than is possible in other 
sections. We have underatood that in one 
district where a forviguer wos rendering 
relief, the local official sutninoned him and 
objected to such a distribution unless 
uuder his own control. The foreigner 
coolly replied that it did not concern him- 
self, and if the official ‘objected he would 
immediately enter another district. The 
people on hearing of this, at once spoke 
their sentiments in something more than 
amooth talk, and the vlfivial soon deemed 
it best to lot the foreigner act as he saw fit. 
As atill further illustrating tLe power of the 
populace, we learn thut enst uf the city 
of Wei-haien some asalt-inspectors and 
aqueezers have sv tormented the peuple and 
extorted their money by threata of smug. 
gling, that a strong combination wns raised 
against them by many villages, and that on 
a preconcerted plan the small officials were 
attacked and eighteen of them wore burued 
to death, We alsu hear that the magistrate 
hhas been degraded, this being the best way 
to calm the enraged people.

each, J] bolieve tliera would beno troublein 
obtaining people who would work them on 
their own account, and whe would pay uaa 
royalty on the tin produced, in additiva to 
the royalty payable to the Sultan. With the 
formal extension of British protection over 
Pahang, and the popularity of the present 
Resident, the Chinese towkays, who mine 
ao extensively in Perak aud Selangore, 
have recently been making enquiries for 
mining lands, and it is very. probable that 
we shall receive offers very similar to that 
which has been already forwitded to the 
board from Mr Jim Ab Sain. Wherever 
the intended Jon such pioneers 
would not closh, with the interests ofthe 
Corporstion, I. should advige the board to 
grant to suipole applicants euch blocks us

“CHINESE CHARACTERISTICS. 


CONRERVATISM. 

It is truo of the Chinose, to a greator te- 
gree than of any other nation in history, 
that their Gold Age is in the past, Tho 
rugosa of antiquity themsolves speke. with 
the deepest reveronce for img ancient 
‘ancients.’ Confucius deolarad that he-was 
not an originator, but a transmitter. Tt 
wns his miasion to gather up what had onca 
been known, but long neglected, or mis- 
understood. It was his painstaking fidelity 
in accom, hing this’ task, as woll as the 
high ability which he brought to it, that gavo 
the people of his race. It is his relation 
ho tanyht, that constitutes the claim of 
Confucias to the front rank of Holy men. 
It is the Confucian theury of muruls, 
that a good ruler will make a good 
people. The prince is the dish, the 
peopte are tho water; if the dish is round, 
the water is round, if “the dish ‘is. aquare, 
the water will be square also, Upon this 
theory, it ja not strange that all the virtuos 
are beliaved to have flourished in the days 
when mode) rulers existed. The most 
ignorant coolie will upon occasion remind 
us that in the days of ‘Yao and Shun,’ 
thore wag no necessity for closing tho duurs 
at night, for there wore nu thieves, and 
that if an arliclo was lost un the highway, 
it was the duty of the first cumer to stand 
guard over it, until the next one bap- 
}enet alung, who took hia turn, until 
owner arrived, who always found 
his property perfectly intuct. It iaa com- 
.ton saying, that the present is inferior 
to the past in the items of benevolence 
and justice; but tbat in vivlations of con- 
sciencu, the past cannoy eompute with the 
present. This tendeney to depreciato the 
‘present time ia by no m ins confined ty 
Uhiua, or to the € ese, but is found 
with impartiatity all over the earth, yet 
in the Celestial Esupire it avems to have 
attained a sincerity of conviction vot else- 
where equailed. Atl that is bese in the 
‘ancient days, is believed to have survived 
in thy filerature to which the present day is 
the heir, and it is for this reason that this 
| literature is regarded with auch unmixed 
idolatry. Thv orthodox Chinese view of 
the Chinese classics appears to be mneli the 
same as the orthodox Christian view in 
regard to the Hebrew Scriptures ; they are 
suppnsed to contain all that is highest and 
hest of the wisdom of ths past, and to con- 
tain all that ia equally alapted to the pre- 
sent time, and to the days of old. That 
anything ia needed to supplement the 
Chinese elastics is no more believed by a 
good Confuciunist, than it is believed by a 


it appears os mich like a native os Tao’ 
and not less difficult to supplant. 

The genesis of Chincae onatorms being 
what it is, it is easy to, perceive that it ia 
the underlying assumption that whatever 
ia, is right.- Thus slong-vstublished nange 
iaatyranny. Of the countless individuals 
who conform to the custom, not one is at 
all concerned with the origin or the roxsou 
of tho acts. His business is t« conform, 
and he conforms, The degroe of religious 
faith in different patts of the empire doubt- 
Jess dittura widely, but: v-tiing oan be more 
certain than that all the rites of the ‘three 
religions’ are performed by millions, who 
are an destitute of anything which ought to 
ba callod faith, as they are of an nequaint- 
ance with Egyptian hieroglyphics. To any 
inquiry as to tho reason for any particular 
act vf religions-routine, nuthng ia sore 
common than to receive two answers: the 
firat that the wholo business of comaunica- 
tion with the gods has been handed down 
from the uncievts, and must therefore be on 
tha frmest possible busis ; the second, that 
“averybory ’ dogs 80, and therefore the per- 
sun in questiun inust conform. Asalready 
pointed out, when the subject of Solidarity 
foll under cunsideration, in China the 
machinery moves the coga, an: not the 
cogs the machinery. While this conrinues 
to be always. and everywhere true, it is 
also trae that the merest shell of conformity 
ia all that ia duntanded. Itis a custom in 
Mongolian, aceording to Mr. Gilmour, for 
every one who cin alferd it, to use snuff, 
and te offer it to his Friends. Everyone is 
provided with a little snuff ux, which he 
producea whenever he encvunters ts friend. 
Ti thy person with the snuff-box hnppeus to 
be out of snuff, that does not prevent the 
passing of thu snaff-bux. of which each 
gucat takes a deliberate, though imaginary 
pinch, and retuins it to its owner. ‘Ly 
geem te notices that the box is empry, 
would not be * good form,’ butt by compli 
ance with the proper usages, the ‘face’ + 
the heat is anved, and all is according tw 
well-settled precedent. In many important 
particulars it is not otherwise with the Chi 
nese. ‘Tho life may have long de; arted, bul 
there remains the coral reef, tha avenues tu 
which iu order to avoid shipwreck must be 
diligently respected. ‘ 

When the subject of Politeness was under 
consideration, attention was culled to the 
determination of a Chinese to do what he 
considers to be the * proper’ thing, at the 
‘proper’ time, und in the * proper’ way, 
regardless of other circumstances, and with 
asole view to making it clear beyond quee- 
tion that ho knows what that thing is, It 
is this spirit which results in cherighing the 
empty bottles of form, as if they were filled 


youd Christian that supplementary additiona 
to the Bible are desirable or are to be ex- 
pected. Both Christians and Confucianists 
agree in the general proposition, that when 
a thing is.as good as it cau be, it is idle to 
try to make it any better. 

Tse liternture of antiquity is that which 
has moulded the Chinese nation, nod has 
brought abuut a system of government, 
which, whatever other qualities, had been 
proved to pusveas that of pa-aistemce.  Siuca 
iaelf preservation is the first law of nationa 
as of individuals, it is not singular that o 
form of rulo whieh an oxpcrionco of un- 
iatched duration has shown to ba ao woll 
adapted te ite end, shuald have come’ to be 
regarded with w reverence akin to that left 
for the clagsics. It would be a curious dis- 
covery if some learned studeot of Chineso 
history should succeed in ascertaining aud 
expliining the proceases by which the Qhi- 
nese government came to he what it is. 
1f ever those processes should be discovered, 
wo think it certain that it will then be 
clearly seen why there have been in China 
so few of those interior revalutions to 
which all uther pesples have been subject. 
There is » story of a niin who built a stone 
wall six feot wide and unly four foet high, 
and on being asked his reasons for co 
singular a proceeding, he replied that it 
was his parpose that when the wall blew 
over, it should be higher than it was be- 
fore! ‘Fhe Chinese government is by nu 
nieans incapable uf being blown over, but 
it is a cube, and when it capsizes, it simply 
falls upou somy other face, and to external 
appearance, as wel: as to interiur substauce, 
ig the samo that it hus always been. Ke- 
peated experience of this process has taught 
the Chinese that this result is as certain, 
ax that a out wili fall upon its feet, and the 
convio'ion is accompanied by a most im. 
plicit faith in the divine wisJom of thosv 
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with all the odours of Araby the bleat. 
Thus a wan who had been for wany weeks 
& patient in a forcign hoapital, camo for- 
ward at a time whe: all the foreigners were 
assembled, aud began to make au elaborate 
aelaam before one of them, His salutation 
was returned, with the inquiry, ‘Are yuu 
going, then!’ To thia question the patient 
paid no attention whatever, but merely 
turned and performed bis obeisance to an- 
other fureigner, and then toa third. When 
the itiquiry had been twice repeated, he at 
last threw in what the dramatists cull an

who planiod and built eo wisely and a> 
well. To sugzost improvements would be 
the caiskest heresy, Heuce it has come 
about, that thy unquestioned superiority of 
the anci-nts rests upon the fit basis of the 
inferiority of those who come after them. 
With these consideratiuns clearly in mind, 
it is'not difficult to perceive the ratiquale uf 
what seems at first the blind aud obstinate 
adherence of the Chinese to the ways of the 
past. To the Chineas, as to the ancient 
Romans the ideas of manners and of morale 
are interchangeable, for they have the same 
root and are in their esseneo ileatical. To 
them an invasion of their custums is on 
invasion of the regions which are most 
sacred, Itis not neceseury fur this cffoot 
that the custome should be apprehended in 
their ultimate relations, or indeed, strictly 
speaking, apprehonded at al}. They are 
reselutely defended by aon instinct sioilar 
to that which leads a she-bear to defend her 
cubs, This instinct is not a Chinese instluct 
merely, butit belavgs to buman nature. It 
has bewn profoundly remarked that millions 
of men are ready tu die for a faith whieh 
they do not comprehend, ani by the tenets 
of which they d+ not regulate their lives, 
Chincao customs, like the Cbineap lon- 
guage, havo become -catabliahed in somo 
way to qs unknown,  Qustoma, like human 
apeeoh, ouce established, reaist chunge. 
But the conditions under which Chinese 
customs und language crystallised into 
ahape are ip no. tre places exactly the 
exme, “Hence we have ihase perplexi ¢ 
varjationg of usage indicated in the com- 
mon proverb already quotrd in another 
connection, that customs differ every‘ten 
miles, Hence, toa, we have the bewilder- 
ing dialects Wier once the cintem or 
the dialect has become fixed, it regenjblea 
plastar-of-Paris which has set, and while it 
tay bo broken, it gannct- bo changed. 
This, ut least, ia the theory, but-like other | 
theories it must be made sufficiently elastic. 
to -suif the facts, which are that n0 mere 
custom is nécasarily immortal, and given 
cortain gonditions, a chauye can be effected, 
No better illastration of this truth could 
be given than one drawn from the ex- 
perience of the present dynasty in introduce 
Ing an entirely new atyle of tonsure among | 
their: Chinese subjects. It was inevitable | 
that anch a conspicuous and tangible mark 
of subjection should have.been bitterly re- 
sisted, oven to the death; by great numbers 
of the Chincss.
